Resumption of Business. 


Since the senate has put its foot down 


on any further tariff 
legislation this 


session, business, which has been BUS 
pended to the greatest possible extent 
since it became known that the party in 
power intended to change the condi- 
tions on which business has progressed, 
can be resumed upon the conditions 
fixed by the new tariff bill. In view of 
this the quicker the President disposes 
of the bill the better for the country. 
He will have to approve the bill or let 
it become a law without his signature 
and there is no use in pouting about it. 
He may be big enough to veto pension 
bills to pension scrub women who are 
the widows of deceased ex-Union sol- 
diers but he is not big enough to veto a 
tariff bill, and he might as well come to 
time and give the business men of the 
country a chance. 


When the bill becomes a law business 


will adjust itself to the new conditions 
and do the best it can, and there will be 
considerable revival. There must be. 
The country cannot much longer stand 
the depression that it has suffered in 
anticipation of a change of the tariff, 
which change was expected to be along 
the line of increasing importations from 
abroad. 


The first condition, after the new tariff 


bill becomes a law, that will confront us 
will be the pouring out upon this mar 
ket the millions of dollars worth of goods 
now in bond in our customhouses, and 
the goods now in transit on the ocean in 
anticipation of lower duties. These 
goods will be pushed Upon our market. 
This of course will not stimulate our 
own manufactories. While the wholesale 
and the retail merchants can speedily ad- 
j ust themselves to the new conditions up- 
on which they own these goods, it will not 
be so with the manufacturer and bis em- 
ployes. In order to adjust their busi- 
ness to the new conditions there, will 
iiave to-be a reduction of wages all along 
the line or an increase of the number of 
ioure of work. In other words, by the 
new tariff law our manufacturers will 
be brought intojeloser competition with 
he cheaper labor and the cheaper goods 
'roui Europe. 


If the workingmen consent to this 


necessary reduction without contest ne 
;hey should do, and as they must finally 
do in any event, then there will very 
soon be an improvement in our manu- 
facturing industries; but if, on the con- 
:rary, the American workingman follows 
;he advice of the demagogue and refuses 


adjust himself to these new con- 


ditions imposed by the new tariff, 
the more secure will the hold of the 
'oreign manufacturer and the importer 
DO upon this market and the harder it 
will be for the American manufacturer 
to wrest it from them. 


By the bill the amount of manufact- 


uring we have done will be seriously im- 
paired. It cannot be otherwise for two 
simple reasons namely; first, our con- 
suming power will be impaired on ac- 
count of lower wages and idleness; sec- 
ond, more foreign goods will be con- 
sumed by our people. These are con- 
ditions the business will have to adjust 
itself to and and the quicker the presi- 
dent signs the bill, if he don't intend to 
veto it the better it will be for us. The 
business of the country needs relief and 
it needs it qu(c61y.

WHY THEY CAHNOT BE PAID. 


GOT. Altgeld Explains Tbat There 


Is No Appropriation. 


Gov. Altgeld, upon being asked why 


the members of the Illinois National 
Guard could not be paid at, once the 
money due them for services in the late 
strike, replied as follows: 


"No appropriation has been made by 


the legislature foe this extraordinary 
contingency, and in order to pay them 
at once it would bo necessary to have a 
special session of tho legislature to 
make an appropriation. 
This would 
cost the state anywhere from 850,000 to 
$100,000, and as the regular session 
commences Jan. 1 it is not deemed wise 
to incur this extra expense. 
Hereto- 


fore it has happened that the men had 
to wait as long aa a year and a half be- 
fore an appropriation was made to pay 
them. Both the governor and adjutant 
general are very anxious that tha mem- 
bers of the guard should get their money 
at 'once, and that without discount. 
They hope, that either some of the banks 
of Chicago or else some of the large con- 
cerns th'at'got the benefit of the guards 
will advance the money orj these pay 
rolls, and that these rolls will draw (i 
per cent interest until paid. As they are 
reasonably certain to be paid by the 
middle of winter, they will be a good in 
\ estment."

BOILED MtATS NOT BOILED. 


Dent Cooka Quickly "Set" thn Surface and 


Then Only Klmmnr. 


lioiling- « a branch of culinary art 


that is understood by comparatively 
few cooks, although it is generally 
supposed to be the most simple form of 
cookery known. 


Actual boiling as applied to meats 


very rarely occurs, excepting for a few 
minutes at a time, and then at the be- 
ginning of cooking. When these few 
minutes, are over, the aim of the experi- 
enced cook is to keep meats that are to 
be boiled from boiling-, and to let them 
simmer until done, for as surely as the 
meat boils it will be spoilt. A good 
rule for boiling is the following: 


Fresh meat, fresh poultry, fresh fish, 


all alike, should be pHinged into as 
much boiling water as will cover them. 
Boil quickly three or four minutes in 
the case of meat, one minute in the • 
case of fifch, then draw the kettle back, 
add a little cold water to reduce' the 
heat,.and keep it covered, and let the 
contents simmer only until done. 


The quick boiling "sets" the surface 


of the meat, which keeps in the flavor 
and goodness, while ths inner portion 
is gently cooked until done; this is all 
the "boiling" needed. 


When really boiled, fresh meat is 


tough and flavorless, so that to "boil" 
meat successfully it should not be boiled 
at all. 


That fresh meat should invariably be 


put into boiling water, and salt meat 
into cold, is another rule worth remem- 
bering. Salt should always be added 
to the water for fresh meats.—N Y 
Tribune.

He Gives His Views on the Various

CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—President B. V. 


Debs, of the American Railway nnion, 
occupied the stand for nearly four 
hoars yesterday before the National 
Labor commission. He advocated a co- 
operative commonwealth, the abolition 
of the wage system, and the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads. He told 
his side of the strike as a connected 
narrative, which wan frequently inter- 
rupted by applause from the laboring 
element present 


T H. Morrissey, first vice-grand 


master of the Order of Railway Train- 
men, and Grand Chief Clark, of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, also testi- 
fied. 


Mr Debs said: 
"I twice went to George M. Pullman 


and to the town of Pullman to thor- 
oughly investigate the conditions ex- 
isting at the car shops. I found the 
employes were not only not getting 
•wages enough upon which to live, but 
•were daily getting deeper into the debt 
of the P.nllman company. No matter how 
offensive the conditions were there the 
men were obliged to submit to them. 
When I found out all these things I 
immediately 
determined that the 


American Railway union should go to 
the assistance of these unfortunate 
people. 
We believed that any fair 


board of arbitration would have decid- 
ed in favor of the employes, and all we 
asked was arbitration. 
This the Pull- 


man company refused. 
Not only this, 


but when we asked them to examine 
Into the question to see whether or not 
there was anything to arbitrate they 
also refused this. 


'"Very much has been said about an 


alleged conspiracy against the rail- 
roads and against hauling the mails. I 
want to call the attention of the com- 
mission to the fact that every meeting 
of the American Railway union was 
held with open doors, and that repre- 
sentatives of the press were allowed to 
be present If there had been any con- 
spiracy contemplated we certainly 
would have been more secret about it " 


Mr. Debs then told of the several 


failures 
of the American Railway 


nnion to secure arbitration from the 
Pullman company and the subsequent 
inauguration of the strike. 


"Not only did the employes of the 


various railroads strike because of the 
injustice being done to the Pullman 
employes, but because the various 
roads had grievances of their own 
^ which I shall proceed in time to show. 


We used our 
influence to prevent 


strikes during the World's ' fair, 
as 
we 
did 
not 
believe 
it 


just to the public to inaugurate a strike 
at such a time. It was all that could 
be done by the leaders of the labor 
unions to prevent a strike. In view of 
the men's working throughout the fair 
the railway managers, on many of the 
roads, promised an increase of wages 
after the fair was over. Instead of do- 
ing this they began immediately after 
the fair closed to befi^n a systematic 
reduction of wages throughout the 
country. No two companies reduced 
wages at the same time This, to me, 
was a very 
significant action. It 


showed me that there was a concert of 
action among the various roads, and 
that they did not wish to arouse the 
antagonism of too many railway em- 
ployes at the same time." 


President Debs said, moreover, no 


railroad reduced the wages of all its 
men at the same time, but reduced 
them by sections. He declared the 
American Railway union viewed these 
reductions with the greatest appre- 
hension The organization felt that 
the time had come to act. He con- 
tinued: 


"When the American Railway nnion 


met in convention in Chicago, on June 
21, it was confronted by these condi- 
tions, as well as the state of affairs at 
Pullman " 


"Was this convention called to con- 


sider the reduction of wages or the 
Pullman matter?" asked Commissioner 
Wright 


"The convention was called for no 


specific purpose. It was the regular 
quadriennial convention, provided for 
by the constitution." 
. The witness then enumerated the 
failures of the old labor organizations 
to gain redress for the grievances of 
the employes, and asserted that they 
felt their only hope lay in the American 
Railway nnion, to which they finally 
turned for help. When asked what 
the outcome of the convention which 
declared the boycott against Pull- 
man cars would have been had 
it not been for the grievances of 
Pullman employes, Mr. Debs said there 
would have been no strike but for the 
Pullman trouble, as the American 
Railway union, owing to the depressed 
condition of the country, deemed it an 
inauspicious time to strike 


President Debs said if there had been 


a revolution it would have been di- 
rectly chargeable to the press of Chi- 
cago rather than to the American 
Railway union. Editorials had been 
written all over the country, he assert- 
ed, based on matter sent ont by the 
Associated Press, the editorials in 
every ease attacking the American 
Railway -union on information which 
•was absolutely false. 


"Do you charge the general man- 
agers with being responsible for the 
•trike?" asked Commissioner Wright 
"Well, I could hardly go so far as 
that I believe, however, they had 
much to do with keeping it up." 


"How would you gain the demands 


of laborers on quasi public corpora- I 


This is getting a schedule of wages 
gradually from the companies. There 
has been little good in this mode of 
procedure. It takes a strike to win 
sometimes, but I do not believe the 
railroad employes of this country 
could win a strike to-day if they were 
all organized in one brotherhood, be_ 
cause the courts are against labor, 
can show in twenty years of writing 
that I have always been opposed to 
strikes, but I think there are times 
when they are justifiable, no matter 
how much the public is discommoded." 


Mr. Debs said he did not think the 


general managers were always to 
blame in reducing wages, because their 
orders came from a higher source. He 
believed the American Railway union 
could never be crushed and that the 
spirit of organization among laboring 
men would always be strong. Ue pre- 
dicted that more serious troubles would 
occur than ever before. 


"Now," continued Mr. D«bs, "you 


have asked me how I would avert rail- 
road strikes. I believe the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads would be 
far better than the railroad ownership 
of the government I do not believe 
any lasting good can come from arbi- 
tration, and I do not think the govern- 
ment supervision of railroads would 
answer the purpose. In such a ease as 
that of the Pullman company, I believe 
compulsory* arbitration would be of 
benefit. A state court might be of 
some good in ordinary labor troubles. 
I would in such a case have a trial of 
the differences by jury. I am in favor 
of any system, that will result in mu- 
tual good feeling, and neither strikes 
or compulaory arbitration can result in 
anthing but ill-feeling. I am in favor 
of licensing railroad employes," 
. 


President Debs was cross-examined 


by Commissioner Kernan, who «ought 
to bring out the point that a state 
board af arbitration would be of ben- 
efit in adjusting labor troubles. Mr. 
Debs admitted it would be of tempo- 
rary benefit, but advocated, above all 
things, the government ownership of 
railroads, notwithstanding Mr. Kernan 
pointed out that such a state of affairs 
mould probably be impracticable. 


"I believe in abolishing the wage 


system," said the witness. "1 believe 
in a co-operative commonwealth." 


"In other words, you believe in 


state socialism," said Chairman Wright. 


"Well, in the essential points of 


state socialism. The wage system is 
nothing more than slavery." 


Mr. Morrissey, of the Order of Train- 


men, told of the conference of labor 
leaders at the Briggs house, and he 
was followed by Grand Chief Clark of 
the Order of Conductors. He favored 
licensing railroad employes, while Mr 
Morrissey opposed the idea. 


THE EZETA CASE. 


Lieut. Stoney Puts Out to Supply the Ben- 


nlngton with Provisions 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. so.—The tug 


Sea King, with Lieut. Stoney, U. S. N., 
on board, started at noon to-day for 
the Bennington. Whether any papers 
went out was not known. The gen- 
eral opinion was not, as the tug took 
out a large quantity of provisions, 
which seemed to indicete that the 
Bennington was to remain outside a 
while longer. It is not known yet 
whether the papers from Washington 
will be sufficient to land Ezeta or 
whether a new warrant for him wil 
be sworn out here. 


Assistant District Attorney Knighi 


said jto-day that a warrant would be 
issued here and that as soon as that was 
done the Benningtftn would come in 
It would be necessary only for the ves 
sel to come within jurisdiction of the 
federal courts, then E^cta would be 
taken from her. The habeas corpus 
fight will probably be made before 
Commissioner Heacock.

WASHWOTON, Aug. 81.—An examina- 


tion by the treasury department into 
questions affecting the inauguration 
of the new tariff bill has brought out 
some embarrassing features which are 
causing the treasury officials much 
trouble. The application of the firsl 
section of the act presents the mosl 
serious of thebe. This section pro- 
vides: "That on and after the first 
day of August, 1894, unless specially 
provided for in this act there shall be 
levied, collected and paid upon all 
articles imported from foreign coun- 
tries or withdrawn for consumption, 
and mentioned in the schedules herein 
contained, the rates of duty which are, 
by the schedules and paragraphs, re- 
spectively prescribed, namely—" and 
here follow the schedules. 


It will be noticed that the clause spe- 
cifically says that articles withdrawn 
for consumption shall have the benefit 
of the new law, and this has been con 
strued at the department to apply to 
all goods imported under the McKln- 
ley act but now in bonded warehouses. 
For example, a cargo of dutiable goods 
now in a bonded warehouse may be 
withdrawn after the bill takes effect 
under the rates prescribed by the new 
act and not under those of the McKin- 
ley act, although the latter was in 
force when the goods were imported. 
But the section referred to mentions 
only dutiable goods as those that shall 
have the benefit of the new law, and 
the serious question has arisen whether 
dutiable goods now in bonded ware- 
houses which' are placed on the free 
list "by the senate bill can have the 
benefit of the new law. 


Secretary Carlisle is looking up pre- 


cedents in the matter, and yesterday 
he had an interview on the subject 
with Attorney-General Olney. It is 
understood that the attorney-general 
inclines to the opinion that these con- 
ditions are excluded from the benefits 
of the free list and must pay the rates 
prescribed by the McKinley act, no 
matter when they are withdrawn for 
consumption

It has also been held that a bill does 


not take effect until the midnight after 
it is signed or the ten days limitation 
expires, namely, at one second after 
midnight on the following day. 


These are some of the questions that 


are perplexing the treasury officials, 
and it will be necessary to decide them 
before the ten days limitation expires 
or the president attaches his signature 
to the bill.
